A FRIGHTFUL COLLISION". 


STRKATOR, III., Nov. 17.—The twelve 


o'clock passenger train on the Fox River 
branch of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Kail road was telescoped by a heavy freight 
[rftin at Otter Creek, two and one-halt miles 
north ot Stieator yesterday. The passenger 
train hail bet-.r. tlagged by an extra train 
that was unable to move on a teavy grade 
south of the creek. The train stopped 
north of the bridge.

passenger. A flagman went back but did 
not get very far when the train came in 
right. The grade was so heavy that the 
freight could not stop in time and suddenly \ 
»ppeared around the curve. It crashed In- 
'.o the real' coach of the passenger, ciushlng 
it Into fragments and burying itsolf in the 
ruins, Instantly killing six of the unfortu- 
nate passengers and injuring twelve more.
